Mr. Brown does not mention in his Infed tiie 
Property of rolling itfelf up, which this certainly 
had 5 as appears by fcvcral of the Figures, as Fig. 3, 
4, f, 7, II, and 12, which are inrirely rolled up; 
and as is more particularly reprefented by Fig 1 1 and 
12. in which it appears, that the Tail is turn'd up 
tinder the Belly quite to the Mouth $ and at Fig. 8. the 
Creature fecnis but half-rolled up, 

I have confulted all the Books I could meet with, 
which give Figures of Infects and crullaccous Ani- 
mals in thefr natural and petrified States; and find 
none refcmb'c this Dudley Foflil fo near as M. 
Klein% Infcdt ; therefore I (hall, till we get more 
Information, call it, Scolopendra aquatics J ait at £ 
affine animal petrifaBnm.

inftcad of eroding one another in a Point, as rljey 
do, upon the Globe, thcfe are connected by a Ihorc
